therefore had decided to look for re- 
lief from the situation on the miners* 
side. He feels tnat he can hardly ex- 
pec; the sacrifice of all their conten- 
tions without hoiding out at least a 
promise cf some return, and the ques- 
tion before him is as to his ability to 
do th:s. He can pledge himself to 
appea.1 to congress to examine into the 
justice of the miners" complaints and 
remedy them so far as lies in the 
power of tbe legislative branch, back- 
ed by the earnest good-will of the ex- 
ecutive. Also he can suggest to Gov- 
ernor Stone of Pennsylvania that he 
cause the Pennsylvania legislative to 
make a like inquiry, perhaps hasten- 
ing the ultimate methods by calling 
an extra session. But these pledges 
woald be given only on condition that 
th men go at once into the mines and 
get ont with all speed the coal for 
which the people are suffering. 


It is stated that at tbe conclusion

EdaJbright. John Helms. Julius faeh- 
mann. Charles F. Kelly. J. J. Hanni- 
gan, William Tamblyn and Harry 
Faulkner, against whom bench war- 
rants have already been issued and 
information 
filed. 
The witnesses 


named on the back of the indictment 
are delegates John K_ Murrell, P. F. 
Murrell and George F. Robertson. 


The first count of the indictment r»- 


cites that on NOT. 28. 1898. the fore- 
going. acting in their official capacity 
as members of the house of delegates. 
entered into a corrupt bargain with 
Ed Butler, by the terms of which they 
were to use their Influence and rotes 
to secure the passage of the measure 
known as the City Lighting bill, in con- 
sideration of the sum of $47.500. paid 
by Ed Butler to Charles F. Kelly, to 
be distributed among the aforesaid 
delegates. 
The second count of the 


indictment is an exact counterpart of 
the first, except as relates to the 
Identity of the persons with whcm the 
alleged bargain was made, and' who 
is charged with having paid the $47,- 
500 to Kelly. The second count al- 
leges that the bargain with the dele- 
gates was made and the money paid 
over by "some person or persons to 
the grand jury unknown-- 


Robert M. Snyder, the banker, was 


found guilty of bribery at the close of 
an exciting trial here. He will be 
sentenced to five years' imprisonment. 
Snyder is the promoter of the Central 
Traction bill, the passage of which 
made possible the consolidation of all 
the street railways of the city but one. 
It was asserted that he spent 1250.000 
for rotes in the, municipal assembly, 
Afterward the franchise he obtained 
was sold to the Transit company for 
five times that amount.

It was to b* expected that this sea- 


son would see more color introduced 
Into the patterns for fall and winter, 
for after all is said aud done it has to 
be contented that for some reason or 
other we continue to get our Ideas on 
men's clothes from London Just as we 
seek inspirations for "creations" for 
women from Paris. 


One distinct change from the general 


scheme of last year has been ordered. 
Tbe padding under tbe title of "mili- 
tary" shoulders has been abandoned. 


Striped cheviots will lead in material 


for suitings. In fact, for salts and for 
that extra pair or two of trousers 
which are required the stripes seem to 
be having a fairly long inning, and 
unless all signs fail it Is not destined to 
end for another two or three years at 
least. Certainly this year the plates 
show more effects of this kind than 
ever before, not excepting the time 
when the exceptional popularity of the 
stripe led to its temporary withdrawal. 


To be correct in color one should 


choose a pattern with a foundation of 
brown, for this is likely to be the pre- 
vailing tone this year, although gray 
a little lighter in shade than last year 
will also be used a good deal. Red is 
used more freely than for several sea- 
sons past. 


For the trousers alone the black and 


white stripe which was seen quite a 
great deal last year is continued in fa- 
vor, but tbe stripes are now wider than 
before, and the general effect is more 
pronounced and delicate, without being 
altogether "loud." 


Coats will not be so short as last 


year, and the -wide bottoms which were 
•made almost essential by tbe absurd 
padding and squaring of the shoulders 
will be dispensed with. In a -word, the 
suits for this fall and winter are to 
fit the figure in a proper, natural and 
sensible manner. 


There is no change of any particular 


importance in the frock coat. It will 
remain about the same as last year, 
when it was lengthened just a little. 


TJTsters and overcoats -will have little 


to distinguish them from those made a 
year ago. Quite a number will be made 
In the heavier suiting materials of 
worsteds, cheviots and tweeds. 


No changes of importance are con- 


templated to dinner or evening dress, 
the silk facings continuing to extend 
clear to the edge of .the lapels of the 
coats. The waistcoats worn with even- 
Ing dress trill be either plain white or 
a delicate pearl. 


"Waistcoats for day -wear -will show 


the popularity of the stripe, for, al- 
though there is a great showing of 
plain browns and tans, there are com- 
paratively few checks, the stripes be- 
ing used in tbe patterns offered for 
those who cannot be contented with 
the front of one unbroken color. 


"While more color has been introduced 


into suitings and nearly all materials 
nsed by thr- tailor, the shirtmakers and 
haberdashers report a revolt against 
the loud effects hi shirtings and half 
hose which prevailed last year. The 
tone of this revolt has been so decided 
that the manufacturers appear to have 
gone almost to the other extreme, and 
It is stated that the goods for the fall 
will be almost somber in effect. 


The influence of tbe black and white 


stripes in the trouserings is seen in the 
patterns for the new half hose shown 
by the best dealers, the same colors be- 
ing nsed quite a great deal la a varie- 
ty of styles, none of which, however, 
is at all startling or "lood." Gray 
and white is also a favorite combina- 
tion. 


In bats the higher crowns appear to 


have come in again for those who 
wear the derbies, while the soft felta 
are almost an exact reproduction of 
last year's styles, very flexible and of 
light weight-
